Sun-Driven Engines. 



Following the principal developed 
by Mr. Shunian in his solar engine 

at Philadelphia, Mr. Willaee has 

contrived a new form of this ap- 
paratus al Neeples, California, from 
which important results are an- 
ticipated. In the Shunian engine 
the solar heat is imprisoned, as in a 
hothouse, by passing the sun's rays 
through tilass. Water is llius raised 
to a boiling temperature, and a 
small vertical engine is easily 
driven. Mr. Willsee likewise uses 
the hothouse principle, but he ap- 
plies I he accumulated heal to vapor- 
ize a volatile liquid, sulphurous acid, 
by which the engine is driven. He 
estimates that below the parallel of 
.'it degrees latitude, one hoi se-power 
of energy can tie obtained from 
about every 400 square feet of sui- 
lace exposed to the solar rays. — 
Youth's Companion,

Washington, d. 0., April 

An event of importance to the 
wooil-using industries of the coun- 
try and lo engineers is the Com- 
pletion of the For**) Product* 
Laboratory si Madison, Wis. June 
4th has been set as tho dale foi the 
formal opening. The laboratory 
has been established to aid, through 
experiments ami demonstrations, 
the lessening of waste in the manu- 
facture and use of wood. It is a 
cooperative undertaking between 
the IT. S. Department of Aiuieul- 
ture and the University of Wiscon- 
sin The State has erected lor the 
purpose a new building at the 
university and will furnish also the 
light, heat, and power. The De- 
partment of Agriculture has sup- 
plied the equipment and apparatus 
and will maintain the I'm 
thirty-live or forty persons re- 
quired to carry on the work. 
Through this arrangement, the 
United States has secured perhaps 
the laigesl and best equipped wood- 
testinn laboratory in the world. 

A nnmbei ol vacancies in engin- 
eering positions in connection with 
the work will be tilled in May and 
Jane. Among these are positions 
of engineer in wood preservation, 
Inner in timber testing, and 
chemical engineering. These [w>si 
tions will be given to men with a 
basis of thorough engineering train 
ing, or two or three (.peri- 

ence in practical work. 

The laboratory will be prepared 
to make tests on the strength and 
other properties of wood, to inves 
tigato the processes of treating tim- 
ber to prevent destruction by deoay 
and other causes, to study the sav- 
ing of wood refuse by distillation 
to examine the fiber ol 
various woods for paper and other 
purposes, and to determine the in 
tiuenceof the microscopic structure 
of wooil on its cl - and 

properties. Facilities are at hand, 
in fact, for almost any kind o! 
on wood thai practical conditions 
require. 

Lumber manufacturing and * 
using industries aaa keenly im 
ed in the work on account of its 
practical bearing on reducing waste 
of wood — to them a subject of vital 
concern.

The next convention after Colora- 
do Springs is scheduled, according 
to the Constitution, for 1913. All 
the convention of Colorado Springs 
can do is to instruct the Executive 
Committee, to be appointed by my 
successor, to favorably consider such 
a location for the 191 3 meeting place. 
I will bet a doughnut with a hi 
it, that with or without such in- 
structions the 191 3 rendezvous will 
be Chicago, for the simple reason 
that the Middle West will have the 
call, and Chicago has already made 
a bid and is the most likely place for 
the rendezvous. The Tenth, or 
Chicago Convention, assuming it 
will be held there, in turn has the 
privilege of instructing the Execu-

He was 
the brain and sinew of the campaign 
against the McCowen regime in 
Chicago, but for his insistence the 
Illinois Home Fund would have died 
a-bomin'. His letters to MacVeagh 
played no mean part in the Civil 
Service fight, and he is now rendering 
the deaf of the nation a service of in- 
estimable value in connection with 
the Moving Picture Fund.

PHENOMENON OE STEEL EURNACE

Melting an ingot of steel in a 
furnace, the center of the metal 
becames fluid and flows out of tile 
while hot steel shell Brat, so that 
if suddenly cooled in this melting 
process ihe original ingot shows a 
carbonized hard shell out of which 
the greater part of its steel contents 
had disappeared. 

(J. P, Hlack'ston accidentally dis- 
covered this seemingly new de- 
parture from the recognised lawsof 
physics while experimenting with 

steel scrap in Pittsburg. That firs! 
observation, however, was while he 
was experimenting with a new type 
of oil furnace, and w hen doubt of 
this smelting fact was satisfied, still 
Ihe doubters held that it was the 
type of furnace that produced (he 
phenomenon. 

Hut, to prove that (he oil furnace 
had nothing to do with the fact. 
Black iston has used all kinds of 
iron and steel scrap and all kinds 
of fuel adapted to the smelting 
process. Crucibles, open hearth, 
and special furnaces were tried with 
other than oil fuel, and invariably 
Blackiston found that the melting 
metals' escaped from their shell long 
before the shells themselves were 
reduced to liquid states. 

Iron, as was lo be expected 
quired a higher degree of heat, than 
does the steel. Drawing the par- 
tially melted scrap, however, masses 
of hollow shells were found melted 
together on the outside until they 
had to be broken apart, yet with 
Centers emptied of the metal which 
liist was reduced to liquid state.

The Umllaudrt memorial. 

It in proposed to oreate a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., by tho erection of a Parish 
litiilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Doaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHtonlitin Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
tins of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice aud be a center 
Of religions and social life amougst 
the susnt peoples. Dr. Gallaadet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nans has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to bim that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ami's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-fire feet 
along the street front aud twenty- 
five feet iu depth. It will be. three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious aud industrial needs of the 
doaf-mutes of New York. Th* 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
(.•! Memorial Parish Building" will 
e about $30,000, and the building 
itaolf, iu its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument
